Seven persons died and many more 
were injured in 966 accidents during 
the past year. 
The most dangerous accident 
location appears to be the Preston 
Rd.-FM 544 intersection, according to 
Tom Walton, traffic engineer. Thirty 
accidents were reported at that 
location with 12 resulting in injuries. 
Twenty-six accidents were sported 
at two locations—the intersection of 
544 and the west frontage road of US 
75 and the intersection of Avenue K 


and Park Blvd.—but each site had 
fewer injury accidents, (three and two 
respectively), Walton said. 
The intersection of 544 and Custer 
Rd. ranks fourth in the compilation of 
dangerous locations. Sixteen property 
damage and six injury accidents were 
reported at that site. 
Two fatalities at the intersection of 
544 and Coit Rd. brought that site up 
to five on the list, Walton added 
Eleven property damage and three 
injury accidents were also reported at 
the intersection 
The 544-Jupiter Rd. intersection 


was the site of 16 property damage 
and two injury accidents and the 
Custer-Park intersection saw IO 
property damage and four injury 
accidents. 
Other major accident sites in­ 
cluded: the intersection of 544 and the 
east frontage road of US 75. 12 
property damage accidents, three 
injury accidents; the intersection of 
Dallas North Pkwy, and Jupiter, six 
property damage accidents, one in­ 
jury accident; and the intersection of 
544 and Park, five property damage 
accidents and one injury accident.
